Sir: - 


In reply to your letter of the 8th instant I have to state that the Mint at Philadelphia is 
authorized to buy silver bullion in lots of less than 10,000 ounces at rates fixed from time to time 
by this office and which you can readily obtain upon inquiry at the Mint. 


In regard to gold deposits, I will say that deposits of less value than $100 or so base as to 
be deemed unsuitable for the operations of the Mint, - may be legally refused, but it is seldom 
that such deposits are refused and then it is simply owing to their baseness. You have the same 
opportunity to sell your bullion or any silver ware at the Mint as other parties, and when you 
have to dispose of such as bullion, you can take the same to the Mint and you will readily be 
furnished with the price which will be paid per ounce fine for the silver contained.
